Judges’ roles 
changing: New 
legal education 


needed, McClure 
| lecturer says 


Judges across the nation are being forced by a complex 
economy into a new regulatory role of administering 
justice, but they are not prepared because our educational 
programs are lagging behind, contends Dr. Morton J. 
Horwitz. 

Horwitz, Charles Warren Professor of American Legal 
History at Harvard Law School, spoke on “The Problem 
of Legal Thought and the Regulatory State” in The James 
McClure Memorial Lecture at The Law School on Oct. 25. 
| He said judges are moving from their old ‘horse and 
buggy role of administering justice in individual cases to 
the role of being social regulators.” However, their con- 
cept of legitimacy stands against this role change because 
the ideas of justice they have learned require justice in the 
individual case. 

“We have moved from a post-regulatory period to a 
vast industrial power where non-regulation is un- 
thinkable,” Horwitz said. ‘Unfortunately our law schools’ 
curriculums are still overwhelmingly dependent on the 
legal architecture of the 1870s and 1880s. We still have a 
common-law mentality in an age of regulation.” 

The James McClure Memorial Lectures in Law were 
established at The Law School in 1979 by James McClure 
Jr. of Sardis and Mrs. Tupper McClure Lampton of Col- 
umbia, to honor the memory of their father, James Mc- 
Clure, a Sardis attorney, and Ole Miss Law School 
alumnus.

Dr. He Qizhi, a member of the United Nations Commit- 
tee on Peaceful Uses of Outer Space, spoke at The Law 
Center on Nov. 4 about the work of the special 
committee. 

He, a legal adviser to the Chinese Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, said the main legal issues facing the committee in- 
volve the remote sensing of nuclear power sources in 
space, the use of nuclear-powered vehicles traveling in 
and out of the earth’s atmosphere, questions pertaining to 
the delimitation of outer space and the use of a geostation 
in space orbit. 

He, from the Peoples Republic of China, said his coun- 
try is opposed to the arms race in outer space. 

Professor Stephen Gorove who earlier this year chaired 
a special session before this committee, said China is a 
relative newcomer to the committee but is now playing a 
very active role in this research. 

The speech was co-sponsored by the Law School 
Speakers Bureau and the Lamar Society of International
